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(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To obtain small ESR (the equivalent series 
resistance of electric double-layer capacitor) even the 
pressure at the time when sealing and caulking is reduced 
by a method wherein the contact resistance between 
activated powder charcoal and a conductive separator is 
reduced by press-bonding conductive carbon on the 
surface of a conductive separator. 

CONSTITUTION: The surface of a conductive separator 1, 
consisting of unvulcanized bu tyl TEjEfeer , is coated with 
conductive carbon_ po wder, and the surface of the 
coTibtietive^epara tor 1 and the conductive carbon powder 
1a are press-bonded by pressing a heater 10 for heating 
and press-bonding on the above- mention ed separator 1 
and the powder 1a. A recessed part ^ formed by 
arranging and press-bondingNhe— conductivecarbon 1a on 
a concentric circle by positio ning the press-bonded surface 
i nside, aTcar&o n-paste'eleWod es^js filled in the recessed 
part, antta paste-fillecrsheet ts^oUfained. After a pair of the 
paste-filled sheets have been arranged and integrated on 
a concentric circle in the direction where the surfaces of 
the carbon-paste electrodes 2 are opposing with each 
other through the intermediary of a polyprophylene porous 
separator 3, between unvulcanized rubber is co-curingly 
adhered by heating up the above-mentioned material in a 
state wherein the material is held under pressure, and an 
electric double-layer capacitor element 5 is obtained. 
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
